indians, 27 hal-breeds and 22 whites. 
Somé interesting info’ 
given as.to the character-and habits 
of life of thes Dominion’s population 
in the northern wilds. Speaking of 
the Eskimos on the east coast of Hud- 
son Bay, Rev. R. J, Renison, Arch- 
deacon of Moosonee, who took . the 
census, says’ f 
“Of six hundrel Eskimos thought 
to be living un the’east coast of 
‘Hudson Say, 642 names were obteia- 
ed. The names are stated to be 
thoroughly’ rel:able, but the ages 
would be pure guess work. © | 
“In calling most of them pagans 
it must be remembered that they are 
so in name only, since all of them 
have their religi¢usbooks, and prac- 
tically everyone of the age of ten 
can read them. Heathen practices 
are a thing of the past. Tne major- 
ity of the people live in the most 
squalid conditions, and are destitute 
of ‘proper ‘clothing. through the fall-

concerned “bout the future, he might 
live in modest comfort, in spite of all 
the inconveniences. he has to suffer 
from the inhospitable climate where 
God has placed h'm. But, unfver- 
‘ tunately, the Esximo_has no idea of 

the economic vaiues he holds in his 
hands after his*-laughter of ten or 
twenty polar bears, - his capture of 
25 or 30 and sometimes 100 foxes, of 
eight to ten wolves, of hundreds of 
large salmon, each weighing ten, 
twenty or thirty pounds, and which 
he. throws to the dogs. Besides this, 
he is obviously cheated each year by 
the skimmers of the sea, who visit 
him te collect hie furs. ‘At the trad- 
ing centres he exchanges for a few 
founds of biscuits cr tobacco, a few 
quar.s of molasses, pipes, matches 
and some yards of showy. cotton 
goods, ‘his silxy furs of the greatest 
economic value.

Hatching Eggs in Rice 


Certain of the Chinese in the intet- 
ior districts adjecent tc Amoy. employ 
a somewhat unusual method for 
hatching both hens’ and ducks’ eggs. 
The’ breeder first takes a quantity 
of unhusked rice and roasts it, , cool- 
ing it down by fanning or allowing the 
wind to blow through unt{l it is loke- 
warm. He tnen spreads a three inch 
layer of the rice in a wooden tub and 
places about 100 eggs'.thereon: an- 
other ‘layer of rice, this second and 
subsequent layer being but two inches 
in thickaess, is spread over the eggs. 
Each tub has six layers of rice and 
five layers of eggs, so that there are 
600. eggs in each tub. The rice is 
heated once every, twenty-four hours, 
the eggs being taken out at such 
times.
